City Seized by the Japanese Ifas Been Known 
Years as the “Gateway to North China 
Always a Military Center. 


Events in the Lives of Little Men 


Tientsin, Chinese city which Is now 
occupied by the Japanese, has grown 
to Its present rank as chief com¬ 
mercial center of northern China 
largely because It Is a focus for Im¬ 
portant trade routes, according to n 
bulletin from the Washington (D. C.) 
headquarters of the National Geo¬ 
graphic society. The city Is also the 
capital of Chihli province, p po* 
about four fifths of the distance be¬ 
tween Peiping nnd the sen. Much 
of the news In regard to the .Jnpa- 
nese-t hlnese conflict has ren« lied 
Americnn newspapers in d ^patches 
bearing the Tientsin date line. 

"A network of transportation lines 
—railways, rivers, the Grand canal, 
highways, nnd caravan routes -con¬ 
verge on Tientsin," says the bulletin. 
"These arteries of commerce extend 
into all parts of the Chihli district 
nnd continue Into Shantung. ,|eh*d. 
Manchuria (Manchuktio), llonan. 
Shansi, Kansu, and Inner Mongolia. 

“Once Tientsin handled the tribute 
rice which was sent to Imperial Pe¬ 
king from the south. The grain was 
brought h.v boat up the Grand canal; 
and at Tientsin, the northern termi¬ 
nus of the famous waterway, the rice 
was unloaded nnd carried overland 
to the old capital. Steamship lines 
and railways have largely replaced 
the Grand canal as a commerce car¬ 
rier, and the rice tribute is no long¬ 
er exacted; but Tientsin continues 
its development ns a trade crossroad. 

"For centuries Tientsin was a 
strong military center—the key to 
Peking. In 1308 it had a military 
garrison, and. In 1-40-1, the city was : 
enclosed within a heavy wall. Since 
then it has been the scone of ninny 
battles. The city was besieged by 
Tniping rebels in 1*03; If was bom¬ 
barded by the British and French In 
1800 when the Chinese failed to rat! 
fy a treaty; and during tin* Boxer 
Uprising in 1900, the Cliiucse cut off 
the foreign concessions from com¬ 
munication with the outside world 
for 27 days. 

“Following the Boxer trouble, the 
walls were demolished, and the Chi¬ 
nees agreed not to fortify the area , 
between Peking and the sea. 3’he 1 


material from the old wall was used 
for roads and as a ballast In railway 
bed'*; the site of the walls became 
a wide thoroughfare. 

“The city la situnted on a great 
alluvial plain about so miles south¬ 
east of Peiping, and 2o miles by rail¬ 
road from ti»e Gulf of Chihli. The 
river, Pelho. coming In from the 
northwest, twists through the city, 
and, after Its Junction with the 
Grand rnnal. becomes the llaiho the 
rest of the way to the geo. Hn^e 
the IIrtDio limped hack and forth for 
so miles to the sea, but In recent 
years the main channel has he**n 
shortened to miles. 

“Because of heavy deposits of silr, 
however, many steam* s are for ed 
to unload cargoes at T.ngku. only 
a few lil ies up the river rn-iu tin* 
cou*t. I. ^liters bring ?g*» cargoes to 
the loudness houses •»: Tientsin. 

"All along t:-e river un i at TietiN n 
are many salt work*, cotton nulls 
and Hour mills. ;*|mir milling Is the 
chief Industry, draw g upon the 
v »*t wheat lands that . - in the rural 
districts beyond Tientsin. Twelve 
large American flour mills and *>x 
cotton centers. <>[M*rntlng rn nrl\ 'j'jJ,- 
mai spindles. gi\e employment to 
thousands of Chinese workers. Be¬ 
cause it Is near the extensive graz¬ 
ing districts of north China. Tientsin 
Is also tlie chief wool-exporting cen¬ 
ter of the country. 

“The population of Tientsin Is 
normally about 1,388 .non, hut the re¬ 
cent disturbances caused many Chi¬ 
nese from the north to flock to the 
city for protection. 

“Tientsin, unlike Peiping, has few 
Chinese architectural attractions, but 
it possesses many palatial bunks, 
ranking next to Shanghai In the * 
number and beauty of its modern 1 
business Institutions. The British. 
French. Japanese, and Italian con¬ 
cessions, cities within the city, which 
lie long tin* river south of the native 
quarter. Impart a strong western

So, July 4 became the day we cele¬ 
brate because It was not until then 
that the congress was ready to go be¬ 
fore the judgment of the people and 
of other nations with a candid state¬ 
ment of the causes that Impelled them 
to the severance of the ties that had 
long bound them to the mother coun¬ 
try. The act was not consummated 
without long and careful deliberation. 
The Idea of Independence had been 
long a-horning. The fashioning of the 
great document that hade defiance to 
the king nod proclaimed a new nation 
was not as smooth and easy a task as 
it may appear from a reading of the 
beautifully engrossed transcript In the 
archives at Washington now accepted 
as “the original Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence.” 

The Idea of a declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence hail Its birth 15 years prior 
to July 4. 1770. James oils, the “fiery- 
tongued orator,” sounded the llrst note 
in the stnte house at Boston In 1701. 
Nearly a month before the writing of 
the formal declaration, Richard Henry 
Lee, as spokesman for the Virginia 
delegation In congress. Introduced his 
resolution which, so far us the record 
was concerned, finally became the 
formal declaration. It precipitated a 
serious debate, for there were many 
who “were not ready for the ques¬ 
tion.” On June 11, a committee was 
appointed to prepare a suitable dec-

G <>01> old freedom and equulliy 
have been with us so long In 
these United States—and who 
shall deny that we have them?—that 
it has become a “projierty of easiness” 
and we are prone to forget, with all 
the Independence days we have ob¬ 
served since that far day of the tirst 
one horn of the spirit of *70. Just how 
It all came about. It hits been some 
time since we have heard a “Fourth 
of July Oration” or heard the “Dec¬ 
laration of Independence” read at the 
fair grounds. So. let’s take a mo¬ 
ment's pause and do a little looking 
backward and recover, perhaps, a few 
forgotten thrills, advises a writer In 
the Kansas City Star. 

The hall In which our freedom was 
born Is still standing there in Inde¬ 
pendence Square. Philadelphia, little 
changed with time. Some of the chairs 
the delegates sat In and the desk upon 
which the president of the congress 
wrote his "John Hancock” are there. 
Portraits of the signers look down 
from the walls. But who today can 
recall the actual happenings of those 
fateful years of June and July. 159 
years ago, when our Independence was 
In travail? What actually happened 
on July 4. the subsequently dedicated 
day? When was the Immortal docu¬ 
ment proclaimed to the nation? Was 
the great step taken amid a tumult 
of shouting and bell-ringing and fir¬ 
ing of cannon, as It came to be cele¬ 
brated In after years? 

Glorious In legend as was that first 
Fourth 1514 years ago. It was a day 
of deep nnd cautious solemnity. They 
were not noise-makers who assembled 
to launch a new nation “dedicated to 
the proposition that all men are cre¬ 
ated equal.” The day fell upon a rainy 
Thursday. In Philadelphia’s old state 
house there was no stately ceremony. I 
No crowds were waiting ouslde as yet 
to hear "the Joyful news." In fact, 
there was an atmosphere of grave un 
certainty In the hall as to the fate of 1 
the great charter of American liberty. I 
There were a goo< many minds that \ 
were not fully made up as to the wis¬ 
dom of the declaration. 

To state the historical truth, by tin* 
record, independence had already been 
declared July 2. two days before. It 
wus on that day that Richard Henry 
Lee’s resolution, introduced In the 
congress some weeks before, was 
passed by a hare majority, declaring 
“that the United Colonies are, and of 
Itlght ought to he. Free and Indepen¬ 
dent States, and that they are Ab¬ 
solved from all allegiunce to the Brit 
Ish Crown, and that ull political con 
nectlon between them, and the State of 
Great Britain Is, and ought to he, to¬ 
tally dissolved." In effect that action 
was a severing of the political tie be 
tween the colonies nnd Great Britain. 
Why, then, is not July 2 the “day we 
celebrate?”

1703 he was sound¬ 
ing the keynotes of freedom lo unmis¬ 
takable tones. He wus a country law¬ 
yer who had made an early marriage 
rather foolishly and was struggling to 
keep a growing family In the neces¬ 
sities of life when, In 1703, he became 
aroused In behalf of what was known 
ns "The Parsons' Cause," concerning 
the right of the clergy to receive the 
same price for their tobacco ns other 
Colonists. In 176.') Henry was elected 
to the Virginia House of Burgesses. 
From time he took his sent he Intro¬ 
duced act after act defining the rights 
of the colony, especially In the matter 
of the obnoxious stump tax and, 
against great opposition, carried all of 
his resolutions through the sheer force 
of his logic and his eloquence. 

This made Patrick Henry the leader 
of the colony, In many senses of the 
word. 

Patrick Henry came rightly by bis 
love of freedom, his historical sense 
nnd powers of oratory. For he was 
a cousin of the historian, William Hob- 
ertson, of Scotland, and of the mother 
of I.ord Brougham. His mother wss 
a Winston of that noted English fata¬ 
lly and his father saw to It thnt he had 
a classical education and every pos¬ 
sible advantage In the way of proper 
learning. 

In 1774 Henry was foremost In the 
call to form a Continental congress. 
George Mason, author of the Bill of 
Itlghts. himself an author and patriot 
of more than usual ability, said of Hen¬ 
ry : “He Is by far the most powerful 
speaker I ever heard. Every word he 
says not only engages, but commands 
the attention, and your passions are 
no longer ynur own when he addresses 
thprn. But his eloquence Is the small 
est part of his merit. He Is In, my 
opinion, the first man upon this con¬ 
tinent, ns well In abilities as In pub¬ 
lic virtues, and bud he lived In Rome 
about the time of the first Punic war, 
when the Roman people had arrived at 
their meridian glory, and their virtues 
not tarnished, Henry’s talents must 
have put him at the head of thut glor- 
lous commonwealth." 

Of course, It wus In his great speech, 
familiar to every schoolboy In which 
he shouted for all to heur—kings and 
commoners alike—"Give me liberty or 
give me death" thut he rose to hla su- 
preme heights of eloquence and 
achieved for himself undying and de¬ 
served fame. 

It Is autd that many of his predic¬ 
tions as to the future of the federal 
government reud like prophecy In the 
light of subsequent history.

The task of formulating the causes 
and writing the document fell to the 
fadle pen of Thomas Jefferson. But 
It was not finally accepted wholly as 
Jefferson wrote It.

But on July 4, 
Jefferson's final draft of the "form of 
announcing the fact of separation" 
was formally adopted and ordered 
printed and distributed to the assem¬ 
blies, conventions and councils of 
safety throughout the colonies. This 
printing had only two signatures— 
those of Johu Hancock, president, and 
Charles Thomson, secretary of the 
congress. On July 10, congress or¬ 
dered the declaration to he “fairly en¬ 
grossed on parchuieot,” and It was 
not until August 2, 177(1, thut the great 
sheepskin was unrolled In the pres¬ 
ence of the Continental Congress.

In the United Slates are too thin to 
produce milk and butterfat at the most 
economical nnd profitable rate under 
present feeil prices. In some sections 
us high ns 00 per cent of the eows nre 
too thin. 

With feed ns scarce us It Is now, 
dairymen should do Jtisl the opposite 
or wlmt many nf them have been do¬ 
ing. Instead of milking more rows In 
an effort to bolster a scant Income, 
dairymen should get rid of all but their 
better cows. 

If the cows that nre naturally poor 
produrors were sent to the butcher nnd 
the feed thus sfived given to the under- 
fed good eows, they would produce so 
much better that the herd profits fre¬ 
quently would he doubled nnd trebled. 
Vet ninny farmers continue to fee-1 
their good nnd their poor cows alike, 
even with feed scarce and high-priced. 

The fact Is that the fewer the num¬ 
ber of cows required to produce n given 
,-mount of milk, the lower the cost of 
maintenance for the whole herd nnd 
the more profit for the dairyman. 

One of the large costs of keeping 
dairy eows is for the maintenance, 
which nil goes simply to keep cows 
alive. It takes Just ns much feed to 
maintain n cmv tlmt produces only 
.',000 pounds of milk In n year as It 
does to maintain a cow of the same 
weight that produces 8,000 pounds. 

Whatever ration Is fed. the mnintu- 
nance of the cow must first be token 
-are of before any ndlk can be pro¬ 
duced. Furthermore under average 
farm conditions a cow must produce at 
be annual rale of 4,000 pounds of

Queen Elisabeth played the virginal 
well, nnd in her day set musical fash¬ 
ions. Instrument.a,makers nnd com¬ 
posers wore very imsy In the Seven¬ 
teenth nnd Eighteenth centuries mak¬ 
ing better Instruments nnd writing mu¬ 
sic for them. Enter harpsichords had 
n device for opening nnd shutting the 
lid to increase nr decrease the sound, 
nnd there wns n sepnmte keyboard 
with single strings to make soft sounds. 
All Eighteenth-century orchestras had 
a harpsichord, played generally by the 
conductor. 

By the Nineteenth century the plnno 
had nrrlved, for people wanted more 
light nnd shade In music, nnd the 
harpsichord could not produce It Cu¬ 
riously enough, n Spaniard wrote the 
best early hnrpslchoril music, Do¬ 
menico Scarlatti, whoso music sounds 
fresh even todny.—Montreal Herald.

This reduction In losses Is attrib¬ 
uted to the time-locking restrictions 
and other limitations In tin- exposure ut 
surplus cash Imposed last year by 
underwriters and several bank super¬ 
visory authorities. 

The sharp reduction In the material 
loss ot money and securities resulting 
from hank robbery this year w as "over¬ 
shadowed by the killing of 2 bank em¬ 
ployees, one bystander and 5 arresting 
officers," and since last August bank 
robbery also cost the lives ot 15 crimi¬ 
nals and caused physical Injuries to 10 
bank employees, 12 bystanders.

Minerals for Hogs 

Tests have shown that when pigs nre 
fattened on forage, where corn alone Is 
used ns the grain supplement, each 
pound of suitable minerals used In 
proper proportion, exclusive of salt, 
will save approximately six pounds of 
grain. Under uo circumstances does 
this mean minerals can be substituted 
for grain. It docs mean, however, that 
live stock need suitable minerals, in ad¬ 
dition to free access to salt, even when 
- lo;y nre on good forage or pasture, 
l or most conditions, a good practical 
mineral mixture, and one easy to re¬ 
member is 100 pounds of steamed hone- 
meal, 100 pounds of grouud limestone, 
.'0 pounds of salt, or. If needed, ap¬ 
proved Iodized stock salt. Mix three 
pounds of this with every 100 pounds 
of grain used. Excessive use of min¬ 
erals has no advantage nnd might 
prove harmful.—lturnl New Yorker.
